Agenda item 4 * Mr# Phillips reported that the Russia and China Plans were 
still in process of coordination, and that he waB sending the ihiasia Plan 
to PKS for programming study; it was planned to downgrade the "Analysis 
of Soviet Vulnerability” portion of the Plan to "Restricted” in order to 
give it wider distribution as background for speakers, for example* He 
stated also that a Plan for Indo—China, with preliminary coordination, 
would be distributed to Board members within the next few bays* Mr 0 P hill ips 
reported on working group preparations for a possible CFH meeting,. 


Hr« Barrett gave details of some of the current thinking on how to handle, 
as a public relations matter, the "get the boys out of Korea" sentiment which 
has increasingly manifested itself in Presidential and congressional mail* 

Ke is to consult further with public relations officials of the iihite House 
and Department of Defense, 

Hr„ Barrett stated that a draft of a "Resolution of Friendship for the 
Russian People" had been prepared following Senator McMahon 8 s proposals, 
and requested Admiral Stevens especially to give Iiim his views on its 
appropriateness, 

Mr, Multon reported on progress of the '."Sea-borne Radio Transmitters" 
project which was being worked on in collaboration with the Navy*
